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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' arguments filed December 17, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either 
reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the 
instant application. 

2. The cancellation of claims 1-2, 9-13, and 17 has been acknowledged. 

3. Claims 3-8 and 14-16 are examined on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 3-8 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. NEW MATTER REJECTION. 

6. The instant rejection has been necessitated by claim amendments. 



7. Claim 3 recites the limitations of "b/al", in line 2, "c/a2", in line 5, "(b/al, c/a2, 1)", in 
line 9, and "r=sqrt{(b/al) 2 + (c/a2) 2 +1 }", in line 1 1, which have not been found in the instant 
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specification. It is noted that the instant specification discloses ratios of the expression as 
directed to bl/al and b2/a2, page 17. However, said disclosure does not provide written 
description basis support for the new limitations. Further, Applicant has noted that the 
"element (b/al, c/a2, 1) is obtained for each gene as shown in Figs. 1-13 " The pointed to 
figures do not disclose the amended limitations. 

8. Claim 4 recites the limitation of "R=sqrt{(b 2 + c 2 + (al + a2) 2 }" ? in line 3, which has not 
been found in the instant specification. It is noted that Applicant discloses R = sqrt {(b 2 + c 2 
+ (a + A) 2 ", page 16, which is different from the new limitation. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

9. The claim amendments have necessitated the withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph rejection directed to claims 3-8 and 14-16. Further, Applicant's argument directed 
to the limitation of "r" as used in the equation in claim 3, line 1 1, has been found to be 
persuasive because one of skill in the art would have attributed the limitation "magnitude r" 
with the ordinary and customary meaning of the length of a vector.
